RUSS FLEET MAKES ESCAPE 


Apparently Bottled Up in Moon Sound 
Last Week, By German Fleet, 
Slavs Outguess Opponents. 


London—The British and French 
forces in Relgium have delivered an- 
other attack against the German front 
northeast of Ypres and have captured 
all their objectives, consisting of many 
strong positions. 

The offensive was launched south: 
east of Poelcapelle and northward 
along the southern border of the Hou- 
tholst forest. The fighting front cov- 
ered a distance of about a mile and a 

- half, with the French operation on 
the northern and the British on the 
southern end. 

The Russian gulf of Riga fleet, which 
Yast week apparently was bottled up 
in Moon Sound by th German naval 
forces, has made its way out of the | 
sound, and now is guarding the north- 
ern entrance to the sound off Wormso 
Island. 

The Russian vessels made their es- 
cape without further losses than the 
battleship Slava, which was sunk in a 
naval engagement and two other ves- 
sels, presumably transports which | 
went ashore. 

From its new position the fleet is | 
go situated that it may make a dash | 
for the gulf of Finland around the 
western Esthonia coast or. if menaced 
by attack from the greatly superior ;

Germans Capture Oesel Island 
and Defeat Overmatched 
Russian Fleet. 


SLAVS RESISTING STOUTLY 


Kaiser’s Hurried Trip to Bulgaria and 
Turkcy—American Destroyer Tor- 
pedoed, One Man Being Killed 
—President Wilson's Latest 
Move Toward Bottling 
Up Germany. 

By EDWARD W. PICKARD. 

The week brought no real relief to 
beleaguered Germany, externally or in- 
ternally, While the kaiser was hurry- 
ing down through Bulgaria to Con- 
stantinople to mend his crumbling 
fences, aud Chancellor Michaelis was 
struggling to hold on to bis job, and 
the German armies on the west front 
were making costly and futile counter- 
attacks and slowly giving ground be- 
fore the British and French, the land 


and sea forces of the empire did strike | 


‘at Russia what, considered superficial- 
ly, might be thought to be a serious 
blow. But the operations in the Bal- 
tic cannot be considered of prime im- 
portance and cause oo special concern 
umong the allies, not even Russiu be- 
ing greatly worried. 

Troops landed on the Island of 
Oesel, supported by the fleet, have’ suc- 
ceeded in capturing or driving off the 
garrison, which resisted stoutly, and 
the kaiser's warships are pushing back 
the Russian naval ‘forces toward the 
Guif of Finland. In the sea fighting 
both sides lost several vessels. The 
Russian fleet fought well but was hope- 
Jossly outclassed in strength. The Ger- 
mans made gerial attacks on Pernau, 
and it was reported that they were at- 
teinpting to guin a footing on the main- 
land.

The British government on Tuesday 
announced formally, through Bonar 
Law, chancellor of the exchequer, that 
reprisals would be: made for the Ger- 
Man raids over London and other un- 
fortified places. German towns, Mr. 
Law said, will be bombarded so far as 
military needs will release the neces- 
sary machines, The threat may be suf- 
ficient to check the barbarity of the 
Germans in this respect. 

Realizing the danger of a collapse 
of the Austrian forces that are oppos- 
Ing the udvance of the Italians, the 
central powers have: withdrawn at 
least forty divisions from the Russian 
front and hurried them to the rescue 
of the defenders of Trieste. Large 
numbers of German, Bulgarian and 
Turkish troops are now on the Italian 
front. 


American Destroyer Torpedoed. 

The first real American casualty list 
from the war zone was given out 
Wednesday by Secretary of the Navy 
Daniels, It juetuded one death, that 
of Osmond’ Kelly Ingraham, gunner's 
;} mute, of Pratt City, Ala., and the 
names of five other men of the navy 
who were slightly wounded. These 
men were of the crew of an American 
i destroyer which was torpedved by a 
German submugine while on patrol in 
British waters, The vessel was not 
sunk and soon reached port. The re- 
‘port came from Rear Admiral Sims j 
and said Ingraham was blown over- 
board and his body was not recovered. 
Naval officers think it remarkable that | 
until this occurrence Adnuiral Sims’ 
fighting units should all have escaped 
damage in the fight against the U- 
boats.

port of gold, silver and currency, trans- 
fers of credit, transactions in forelgn : 
exchange, and enemy Insurance com- | 
panies, and authority to prevent the 
transmission of written or photographic 
Information from this country except 
through the isails; created a censor- 
ship board to prevent the transmissaton 
of intelligence to the enemy by any

Coal Strike Makes Trouble. 


The coal situation, especially in li- 
nois, caused the administration a great, 
deal of trouble. Strikes, unauthorized 


i by the union, stopped production and 


the operators declared they could not 
pay the wages demanded unless they 
were allowed to charge the general 
public 50 cents more a ton. Coal Ad- 
ministrator Garfield was swamped with 
appeals and prote- >, and sent out a 
message to the effect that unless min- 
ing was resumed the federal govern- 
ment would seize the mines. The whole 
affair has the appearance of greed fos- 
tered by underhanded pro-Germun In- 
fluences. 

Food Administrator Hoover has 
been brought to a realization. of the 
fact that the retail grocers of the coun- 
try are robbing the ultimate consum- 
ers, and he proposes to go us far as his 
powers permit in stopping the extor- 
tion, In a statement issued Thursday 
Mr. Hoover said that though neither 
the food administration nor the gov- 
ernment has authority to regulate the 
retailer as it does the wholesaler, he 
would, beginning November 1, expose 
the former each week by publishing 
the wholesale prices of all commodities 
in every section, Thus the purchaser 
will know how much the retailer ts 
prying and how much undue profit he 
is exacting. Mr, Hoover cites particu- 
larly the retail price of flour, which 1s 
out of all proportion to the wholesale 
price fixed by the government, and al- 
so the recent unwarranted advances 
in the retail price of sugar. 

Unless the retailer grocer behaves,

And it is “food that will win 
the war”, 

Mr. Prescott, in his proclamation, 
gave a general indication of what the 
substitutions are to be. He points out 
that the four primary needs of the ar- 
‘mies are meats, wheat, flour, sugar 
and fats~milk products, mainly. 


Corn Cannot Be Shipped. 


“We cannot ship corn,” he says, “It 
will spot! in transit by heating. We 
|can send wheat, and it is ene of the 
staples on which all peoples depend. 
Let us, then, substitute rye, buck- 
j; wheat and corn for wheat upon our 
, tables. Beef and pork are the meats 
upon which our allies fortify them- 
selves for the terrific endeavors of 
trench warfare. By our observation 
of meatiess days we can increase the 
supply which {ts being send abroad. 
Fats are {udispensible for the pra- 
duction of explosives. Let us save 
fats by bolling instead of frying in 
order that more lard may be sent 
overseas, Liberal use of vegetable oll 
fs recommended.”

COMMUNITY DRYING PLANTS, 

A troop of Boy Scouts with a head 
for business could accomplish as good 
results a9 were secufed in a commun- 
ity drying. plant at North Lincoln, 
Neb. 

The drying plant consists of a cab- 
{net about 16 feet long, 2 feet high 
and 34 feet wide. The cubinet is 
divided tnto five sections, four of 
which are large enough to accommo- 
date two stacks of drying trays .of 
ten each. The compartments are let- 
tered and the trays numbered and a 
record {s kept by the caretaker of the 
trays assigned to the various patrons. 

A charge is made to cover cost of 
operation and the salary of the care- 
taker, The caretaker is at the plant 
for two hours tn the morning and for 
The 
patrons have thelr vegetables and 
fruits all prepared when they come 
to the-plant. Two or three slicing .. 
machines are provided for the conven- 
fence of those who ao not have them 
at home,

MOVING PICTURES WILL SHOW 
BEST BUSINESS METHODS. 


Demonstration Train Will Visit 
Here Oct. 27; Carries ««Movies”’ 
to Show Up-to-date Farm 
Practices. 

Lessons in up-to-date methods for 
handling livestock aud poultry and 
for teaching handicraft to boys and 
girls willbe given by means of mov- 
ing pictures in one of the cars at- 
tached to the special demonstration 
train, which the Michigan Agricul- 
tural college is sending to northeast- 
ern Michigan, and which will stop in 
Grayling on Oct. 27 from 9 a.m. until 
l2 o’clock noon. The train, it should 
be explained, will carry its own movie 
“theatre.”” 

The motion picture part of the train 
program will consist of a ree! on live- 
stock in general, another on sheep, 
one on the treatment and handling of 
soils, anda fourthon the teachiug of 
handicraft and manual training arts 
to boys and girls. 

One car of the special will be rigged 
up for theatre purposes, and when it 
comes toa haltat the station it will 
be hooked up with the nearest electric 
wires. The juice will be turned on, 
and the movie man will do the rest. 
It will, however, be a strictly instruct- 
ive program, meant only to teach les- 
sons of value to those who care tu 
learn. There won’t be any singing 
and dancing between acts. 

It may he added that the use of agri- 
cultural movies aboard the train is 
the first time that such a thing has 
been attempted in Michigan. 

Other parts of the program will be 
participated in not only by representa- 
tives of the college, but by representa- 
tives of the Northern Development 
bureau, the Michigan Central railroad, 
and the Detroit & Mackinac as well, 
since all are cooperatiug in the work 
of arranging for and sending the spe- 
cial into the district.

TORTURE IN TRIALS. 


Tris Barbarous System Was Used In 
Europe For Centuries, 

‘Vig use of torture In order to elicit 

vmation from persons accused of 

se, barbarous as it is, was little 
: ticed before mediaeval times. Un 
der Greek and Roman law torture was 
only allowed upon slaves, though in the 
laitur days of the empire it wag em 
ployed against free citizens if they had 
deen accused of treason to the emperor, 

It seemg to have become part of the 
law in Europe about the thirteenth cen 
tury. From the fourteenth century 
downward torture was a part of the 
legal system of most Huropean coun- 
tries. The Italian municipalities used 
It to a very large extent. In @ermany 
eluborate apparatus existed for its in. 
fiction in the dungeons of the feudal 
castles and in the town halls of the 
cities, 

It was used in the prisons of Ger. 
many when the philanthropist Howard 
visited them in 1770, In France it was 
part of tha law until abolished by the 
revolution, and in Scotland it was used 
until the reign of Queen Anne, The 
use of torture seems never to have been 
wholly sanctioned by the law of Eng- 
land, although it was used frequently 
by onder of the king in the Todor pe- 
ttod.

Ihave read the letters you received 
from the fellows at Camp Custerand 1 
um sure it will interest them to hear 
from a brother-soldier at Waco, thru 
the medium of your paper.

Our quarters are ciean and com- 
fortable. We have two rows of tents 
now toa battery owing toan increase 
in men, We haven't our full quota of 
193 but expect some from the drafted 
army.

last three weeks —beef stew,steaks and 
roasts, potatoes boited with and with- 
out jackets, fried and mashed, with 
bacon for breakfast 
with fried potatoes and oatmeal or 
shredded wheat; hot coffee. The last 
week our meat ration has been de- 
creased, and vegetables have taken 
its place with lemonade or iced tea 
aud coffee. Breadis served on the 
table at all meals. Once a day we 
have fruit and once or twicea week 
we get griddle cakes for breakfast. I 
think we eat pretty fair in comparison 
with other troops here. 

The fellows are having’ quite a 
time learning how to ride horses. The 
horses we use are trained, but a green- 
horn has to be careful or he gets spill- 
ed. First we are instructed in sad- 
dling and obridling, then mouuting 
and dismounting. Now comes the 
funny part. After learning how to 
ride in the saddle, we get bareback rid- 
ing in acircle and made to fall off 
scientifically. Some of the” fellows 
are afraid to fall and hang on as long 
as they can, The horse is then put 
into a gallop and when they fall off it 
sure is funny to see the position they 
fall off in and the expression on their 
faces—not barring myself, althol have 
ridden before athome. We will get 
toughened to it in a couple of weeks. 
We also get instructions on the care 
of the horses. 


We received our field pi-ces today 
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and will soon get instructions and 
drilling of a different vature than 
formerly.

With this duty confronting them. 
there are some Michigan people ask- 
ing just what the ted Cross is; how’ 


their donations. Lut there are many! 
other Michiganders who need not ask, 
who do know the Red Cross and what 
it does and what it means. They are 
the people who lived in and near Metz, 
Presque Isle county when forest fires 
swept away life and property, a few 
years ago, in their ruthless rush. Oth- 
ers learned of the Red Cross and its 
work when their homes were destroy- 
ed in the forest fires that literally 
blotted the towns of Au Sable and Os- 
coda, in losco county, off the map, 
back in 111. And, just a few days 
ago, the people of Washtenaw, Jack- 
son, Cathoun and Ingham counties 
Jearned something of the Red Cross at 
first hand when a tornado left a wide: 
swath of death and desolation in its: 


wake as it rushed across that rich! 
‘telegraph 
‘Red Cross nurses and workers from

It was in the latter disaster that 
the newly-formed local or county chap- 
ters of the American Red Cross most 
distinguished themselves. The case 
in Washtenaw county is typical.

It was late on a Saturday afternoon 
when news of the disaster began to 
trickle from the telegraph wires to the 
newspapers. Offices and shops were 
closed, and Chicago hud gone home to 
its dinner ang its Saturday evening 
relaxations. The first word to the Red 


,Cross of the storm came through a 


Chicago paper to Charles Lee Bryson 
of the central division staff ‘of the 
Red Cross. One of the editors called 
Mr. Bryson at his home and told him 
what had happened, “feeling sure the 
Red Cross would want to get on the 
job.” 

It did. Director John J. O’Connor 
of the central division was in Wash- 
ington attending the Red Cross war 
council, at which it was determined to 
ask the country for $100,000,000. But 
Mr. Bryson located Walter Davidson, 
another of headquarters staff, who had 
remained late at the offic? to finish 
some work, and they took hold of the 
situation instantly. 

Next morning telegrams began to 
pour into division headquarters. Mr. 
Davidson, on the scene, reported that 


‘perhaps 50 persons were dead {n Mat- 


toon, 400 injured, 600 families home- 
less, and private property—chiefly res- 
idences of working people—to the 
value of $1,000,000 destroyed. He 
called for Red ‘Cress nurses and work- 
ers at once. Charteston, he said, was 
in but little better case than Mat- 
toon. 

John W. Champion, executive sec- 
retary of Chicago chapter, and several 
members of the division staff, realiz- 
ing that the Red Cross would be “on 
the job,” hurried to the office, and all 
day long, and until after 1 o’clock at 
night, tbe office was reaching out with 
and telephore, snatching 


their Sunday diversigns and starting 
them for Mattoon and Charleston. 


Mr. O’Connor reached Chicago from 
Washington at 3 o'clock, and in a

Is there any way to repair a blown | 
eut casing which is otherwise far from 
worn out? { 

A rapid nyd very econumical way to’ 
repair u blowout consists in simply | 
lacing up the injured part with ordi- 
nary wire belt lacing. A good repair’ 
job can easily be done in about fifteen 
or twent$ minutes, proceeding as fol- 
lows: First, cut away the loose rul- 
ber around the blowout so you can ex- 
tend the lacing one inch or so beyoud 
each extremity of the “wound.”  Sec- 
ondly, with a stout hatpin or a sharp ° 
, nail punch a sufficient number of boles 
around the edges of the ent, being care- 
ful to get them equidistant, yet not too 
close together. Next lace up the cut 
with the wire lacing just as you would 
lace an ordinary belt, but in this case 
allow only one strand through each 
hole. Be also very careful to equalize 
as much us possible the tension of the 
wire strands. A double row of wire ; 


lacing (one over the other) will be 
much strouger than a single one, Final- 
ly place a piece of canvas, cartboard 
or leather inside of the casing over che 
laced part so the tnner tube cannot be 
‘injured. You have then a repatred 
tire that you cau again depend upon 
for u good many miles. 

It stands to reason that wire belt lac- 
ing that is capable of lacing up a 100 
horsepower belt sbhuuld equal:y well 
answer the palpose of lacing up tire 
fabric. The scheme favors graetly the. 
cars equipped with demountable rims 
or wheels. The last ounce of possible 
use can be handily extracted out of an 
injured tire, whether the blowout is 
premature or ot. 

It is essential that the wire lacing 
umployed should be of the best wire 
lacing obtainable, which bas not only 
an enormous tensile strength, but 
which possesses uiso a remarkable 
amonnt of resistauce to torsion and 
flexion. These qualities make it ad- 
mirably suitable for repairing a blow- 
out in a prompt and economical man- 
ver, An ordinary coil of beit lacing 
costs bint 25 cents and is amply sutt- 
cient co repair from ten to fifteen blow 
‘eats, according to the size of the tire. 
Every motorist before starting on a 
Jong, hard trip should not fail to take 
along a coll of belt iacing, an ordinary 
awl and a strong piece of canvas. 
Thus equipped, his chances of setting 
home on a bare rim are reduced to a 
minimum,

| am having trouble with my motor 
overheating. It steams when driven 
sight or ten miles. Would too much 
oil cause this, as it smokes at the ex- 
haust? 

The use of too much oil fur any 
length of time will cause carbon to de- 
posit on the piston and cylinder head 
and thus cause the motor to heat. If 
misfiring is evident and loss of power, 
then treat the mator as one badly car 
bonized. However, the heating may 
be due to other things besides carbon. 
The motor should not be operated with 
the spark retarded too far, and the 
brakes should not drag. The water 
system must, of course. be free from 
obstructions. If the pistons are poorly’ 
fitted or the rings worn excessively 
the of] will work up into the combus- 
tlon chamber, deposit carbon and cause 
heating. Try to do as little intermedi- 
ate and low gear work as possible. 

What is meant by casehardening? 

Casehardening refers to a process 
of producing a hard coating of métal 
over a plece of steel.

In straining gasoline | have had trou- 
ble with lint. What is a good proteo- 
tion against it? : 

Most gasoline contains Nnt in a con- 
siderable quantity. This lint is de- 
rived frum the cotton strainers through 
which the fluld is passed in its process 
of manufacture, and traps will not 
euteh it. It must be caught by fine 
sereens or by chamois strainers. These 
screens in time clog and refuse to pass 
the fluid. On metal sereens the layer 
of Mint can be easily seen and Hfted off. 
An exceedingly practical protection is 
a large tubviar screen soldered to the 
tauk outiet cock and sticking up into 
the tank. The flow into the carbure- 
tor, being much slower than the move. 
ment of the cuntents of the tank un- 
der the motion of the vebicle, permits 
the lint to be washed off the screen 
instead of collecting in a Uquid tight 
layer thereou. ‘Chen the large area of 
screen prevents clogging oftener than 
ounce per year perhaps. 


What is a live axle, and, if any, what 
is its advantage over other types? 

A live ame is one which is a part in 
the transmission of power and hence 
is in mosion during the time the power 
ig transmitted. It 1s the opposite of a 
dead axle, which merely has the func- 
tlua of Carrying the wheels and which 
does not revolve with them, With a 
dead axle it is necessary to get the 
power back tu the Wheels by means of 
chains, whereas with the live axle the 
more silent shaft drive can be used. 


There is a knock in the cylinder of 
my car which | can stop only by re- 
tarding the spark lever as far as it will 
go ard keeping it 80,no matter at what 
speed the car ig going. What is the 
matter? : 

You have not said whether you are 
obliged to retard the spark so far that 
the power is reduced. It may be that 
the spark linkage is connected up so 
that the spark ordinarily occurs too 
early and that the lever must be re- 
tarded all the way before the spark oc- 
curs in the proper place. If this is the 
case, change the setting of the spark 
linkage so that when the motor is 
eranked slowly the spark occurs at 
deud center with the lever retarded. 

Vary the adjustment of your carbu- 
retor with the lever halfway advduced 
und then note whetber the knocking 
continues. Crank the motor slowly and 
note which. cylinders offer small resist- 
ance to the pull of the crank, If all 
are strong, then there are no leaky 
valves, pistons or rings, but if one or 
more are weuk you should take your 
ear to a repair shop and have the trou- 
ble fixed. ; ” 

igemove the radiator cap while the 
moior is running and uote whether the 
circuiation of water seems free; also 
feel the various parts of the system 
and see whether the temperature is 
tai.ly unizorm all over the radjator and 
piping. Big differences in temperature 
would indicate lack of circulation, 
eaused by sediment jn the water jack- 
ets, loose pieces of hose iu the passage- 
ways or dirt in the radiator. A thor- 
ough flushing of the system should be 
auflicient to put {t in good order, and, 
if it is nd®, the car should ve intrusted 
to a repair man, A heavy couting of 
earbon on the cylinders will cause a 
knock, and the remedy is to remove 
the carbon, Defective ignition, if it 
eguses u knock, should ulso cuuse & 
miss, Worn insulation, loose conhec- 
tions, poor adjustment of the vibrators, 
incorrect spark gap, dirty plugs aud 
eracked porcelains are the principal 
ways in which the ignition may give 
trouble. 


Which gives more power—a long or 
short stroke motor? 

Within the limits found in ordinary 
practice the short aud long stroke mo- 
tor will develop the same power, pro- 
vided the piston displacement ‘ and 
speed -are respectively equal, Let ug 
consider two four-cylinder motors with 
three hundred-inch piston displace- 
ment. The long stroke motor has a 
small] bore, and the explosion preasure 
acts on a piston of small erea, but this 
ts offset by the fact that the pressure 
acts throughout the loug stroke, In 
the short stroke motor the explosion 
pressure acts on a piston of large area, 
and this compensates for the fact that 
the stroke fs short. The advantage of 
the long stroke motor lies in the fact 
that for a given piston displacement. it 
has o 6maller bore than the short 
stroke motor, the pistons are smaller 
and lighter, and the motor may be run 
at a higher speed, because light - pis 
tons and connecting rods do not yi-

ts it common practice te regrind the 
cylinders when a motor ie worn, or je it 
better to get new pietons and rings? 

All depends upon the condition of 
these parts. Sometimes it fs advisable 
to regrind the cylinders, which is the 
case when they are worn oval, In thts 
case the fitting of new pistons is a dif- 
ficult job, and the previous troubles 
would return again. If the eylinders 
retain their circularity then uew pis- 
tong and rings may be fitted. 
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
